WHITMORE FOR SHERIFF 

Here in San Mateo county, the hottest contest by far has 
been that for sheriff. Campaigning has been heavy, name- 
calling has been frequent and the amount of money that has 
been spent is anybody's guess. 

We like not only the man, but the way in which Earl 
Whitmore has conducted his campaign to replace the 
23-year incumbent, Sheriff James McGrath. He has work- 
ed in a dignified, sincere manner, has made no grand 
promises and has fought a clean fight. 

It is notable that his four opponents have found virtually 
no basis on which to attack his candidacy while, on the other 
hand, at least three of the men in the field have engaged in 
a knock-down, drag-out fight while Whitmore has been quietly 
going along in his own way and strengthening his cause. 

As to qualifications, Whitmore has the basic background 
of law enforcement plus some special training, including FBI 
courses and the study of law. We think he has the edge there 
on the others who seek to unseat McGrath. ..an unseating 
that obviously is long overdue. So far as administrative ability 
is concerned, he has equal opportunity to prove himself on 
that score. 

DE SALVATORE FOR CONTROLLER 

We feel that a change would be for the better in the county 
controller’s office. The incumbent has been under grand jury 
fire for conduct of his office and has been criticized by that 
body for not following its suggestions.

GETTING AT THE FACTS 


The accounts of the beating of a Palo Alto Sea Scout at 
a dance in that city last week named the assailant as a 16- 
year-old Menlo Park boy who implicated three other teen-agers 
in a confession. The boy who did the beating has been certi- 
fied to Santa Clara county juvenile authorities following in- 
vestigation by Palo Alto police. 

It is true the offender resides in Menlo Park, but the fact 
he was involved in the case doesn’t mean there has been any 
sudden outbreak of juvenile hoodlumism or punkism here. 
We are informed the boy has lived here but a short time, is not 
a product of the city’s schools and does not attend Sequoia, 
although he is of high school age. 

As Menlo Park schools’ superintendent Mel Homfeld 
pointed out, no boy or girl who has gone through the city’s 
school system has been involved in any serious trouble with 
juvenile authorities in the last two years. The city has reason 
to be proud of its juvenile situation and the various programs 
that combat delinquency. 

The three other boys were implicated by the confession, 
although Palo Alto police reported they had no actual part in 
the beating. However, they were present at the dance and 
apparently all four had the idea there should be an attack 
on the victim.

The Veterans’ Guide 


Loopholes Exist 
In Payment to 
NSLI Beneficiaries 


There is a good deal more to pro- 
tecting your dependents by means of 
national service life insurance than 
merely making premium payments 
when due, veterans are reminded 
by Floyd D. Granger, veterans serv- 
ice officer, San Mateo County. 

The veteran interested in making 
sure that no loopholes are left in 
this regard must also consider the 
proper designation of beneficiary, 
and the method of payment of the 
proceeds of the policy. If, like most 
other ex-servicemen, he has instruc- 
ted the veterans administration to 
pay the proceeds to his wife in a 
lump sum, he should also, in Grang- 
er’s opinion, take _ precautions 
against the so-called “common dis- 
aster” possibility. 

Granger cited the example of 
a recent case in which a veteran 
and his wife were both fatally in- 
jured in an automobile accident. 
She survived him by a few hours. 
As a result, under the laws and 
regulations governing NSLI, the 
proceeds of his $10,000 policy were 
paid into the wife’s estate, not 


Your City’s Business 
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By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 


Every year the state controller 
compiles a report entitled “Financial 
Transactions of Municipalities and 
Counties of California”, in which 
the various items of income and ex- 
penditure of our cities and counties 
are detailed. It is always healthy 
to compare our own municipal op- 
erations with statewide averages to 
get a fresh perspective and see if 
we are at any point out of line. 

How did the state’s 303 incorpor- 
ated cities derive their revenues last 
fiscal year? The property tax con- 
tributed 45.8 per cent, business and 
other licenses 5.1 per cent, fines and 
penalties 4.3 per cent, franchises 1.7 
per cent, subventions from the state 
and federal government 23.4 per 
cent, fees and charges for services 
7.0 per cent, interest, rents and sales 
2.6 per cent, and miscellaneous 10.1 
per cent. 

In the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1941, the last prewar year, the 
percentages were property tax 
63.8, licenses 4.5, fines 2.7, fran-

The two striking changes in the 
period are the reduction in the 
proportion of revenue derived from 
the property tax, and the rise in 
‘miscellaneous’. The mystery of the 
latter is unveiled when we find that 
the controller includes as miscellan- 
eous, sales taxes and parking meter 
receipts, a source unknown in Cali- 
fornia eight years ago. These are 


other complications.

small or large rug on the floor of 
any of your rooms. 

One must be careful not to let 
one aspect outweigh the others. 
Color may be right, but there’s 
too much design in some rugs for 
your small room. Another rug may 
be deeply piled, luxurious and com- 
fortable, but the room requires 
more color or pattern to set off 
the furnishings. The correct rug 
will satisfy in all respects, and as 
such represents a decision in- 
fluenced by several factors. 


Let Eyes be Guide 

In Color, Design 

Your eyes alone can be the judge 
of whether a color is right in your 
home with your particular furnish- 
ings. When you go out to select 
a rug, try to carry along with you 
an exact size of what the room is 
like. View the room before leaving 
and see if you have a fresh, un- 
cluttered view of the colors. 

Rugs may be a dramatic point 
of departure for the whole color 
scheme of decoration, or they can 
be a subtle background for your 
furnishings. One thing it is well to 
remember is the colors of rugs 
“grey down’’ after several weeks 
of use, even when they are kept 
clean, so they will not be quite as 
bright as when you first purchase 
them. This has nothing to do with 
fading, since good quality wool 
carpeting does not fade. 

Consider design along with color. 
Too much pattern in a room will 
give a restless, cluttered feeling 
which destroys harmony and bal- 
ance. If the room is small, avoid 
too much pattern, since the effect 
will be the same. 

If walls and most of the uphol- 
stered pieces are plain, you would 
do well to choose some patterned 
{rug for the room to avoid monot- 
ony. If walls or draperies are pat- 
ij terned, the best choice would be 
a solid color, tone on tone or tex- 
tured floor covering. 

With small rooms, stay with the 
plain rugs, and if you can afford 
it, plan wall to wall carpeting. This 
will give a feeling of space and 
luxury. 

Texture interest dominates in 
rugs chosen for modern rooms, 
and many of these are featured in 
the lighter colors. Most of these 
have little pattern. 

For Victorian style rooms, dark- 
er colors in a solid tone are most 
effective since there is consider- 
able pattern used. Patterned rugs 
are frequently chosen for Early 
American rooms if there is not 
too much design used elsewhere in 
the room.

pressure. 

Try giving the surface of the rug 
a sharp rap with your knuckles, 
and you'll find that there’s a lit- 
tle depression, but it comes back 
as you can’t keep good wool down. 

Depth of pile alone does not de- 
termine quality. Some of the new 
rugs combine both low and high 
tufts. 

Whatever the type of rug you 
buy, have it fit the room. No mat- 
ter how nice a rug is, if it’s too 
small, it looks like a postage stamp 
in a large room, and will throw 
it off balance. For a small room, 
a space of six to eight inches from 
the walls is acceptable; in a large 
room, the space may be from eight 
to twelve inches. 

A pad chosen to fit underneath 
the floor covering will make the 
rug last longer by distributing 
pressure. It also prevents friction 
over rough spots on the floor. In 
addition to these important func- 
tions, a rug pad anchors the rug 
and prevents its shifting on the 
floor. 

Some carpets on the market are 
now made with a sponge rubber 
cushion built right to the back of 
the rug during the weaving pro- 
cess. With this, there’s no need for 
an extra pad.

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Use a carpet sweeper every day 
to pick up the day’s accumulation 
of surface dirt, thread, crumbs, 
sand and dust. Avoid using a stiff 
bristled broom on the rug, but oc- 
casionally it’s helpful to use a soft 
broom, as this does not harm the 
wool pile. 

Make certain the vacuum sweep- 
er is clean when using it, and em- 
ploy it twice a week on the rug. 
Don’t be upset if the sweeper 
picks up loose bits of fluff from 
the rug, as this is common to all 
new rugs. The fluff comes from 
the loose pieces of yarn left in the 
pile after cutting. 

Don’t strain yourself by hauling 
the rugs out to beat them, be they 
the large rugs used in a living 
room, or the small ones used in 
bedroom, scatter fashion. Beating 
on a line with a stick will loosen 
the tufts and break the backing 
and will cut down years of service. 

Carpet surfaces can be bright- 
ened with a quickly evaporating 
cleaning fluid, a synthetic cleaner 
or an absorbent powder cleaner. 
Usé any of these in between the 
visits to the cleaner which should 
come annually. 

It’s easy to avoid permanent 
stains on the rug if you act quick- 
ly enough. Use a clean absorbent 
cloth to soak up liquids; use a dull 
knife or spatula to pick up any- 
thing solid or semi-solid. After 
this initial treatment, sponge the 
surface with water or a soapless 
lather cleaner diluted with water 
being careful not to wet the carpet 
through the back. Let in sunlight 
and air to dry the wool or the car- 
pet may begin to rot. 

When carpets begin to look shad- 
ed or streaked, there’s nothing 
wrong with the rug. It simply 
means that constant traffic over 
these areas have turned the wool 
tufts in different directions. Keep 
the tufts in order by sweeping and 
using the vacuum cleaner in the 
direction of the pile. 

Wool-pile carpéting does not sup- 
port fire. Cigarettes or sparks 
from a fireplace may char the pile, 
and this can be repaired by clip- 
ping the blackened ends with sharp 
shears and following with a soap-
